Dear Mr. Greathead: 

Thank you for sending me a second copy of your letter 
of September 10, 1982, to Elliott Abrams. Regrettably, 
your original letter was lost. 


We, of course, share your interest in the human 
rights situation in Argentina. On November 15th I met 
with representatives of the Abuelas de la Plaza de Mayo 
and discussed in detail their efforts to locate the 
thousands of persons who disappeared in Argentina in 
the mid-1970's. We also discussed how the US Govern- 
ment could be helpful. I was concerned to hear of 
the threats which have been made against that organiza- 
tion and against the Madres of the Plaza de Mayo. 

I am hopeful that these threats will stop and .that 
these two organizations will be able to continue their 
work free of threats or intimidation.
